and drew nis gun on the doctor and 
threatened to shoot him. 


La-er, while walking down Bast 


Main street. Mooore met tlie whole 
night squad of police "who were march- 
ing from the city prison to Fourth 
and Main streets, where they started 
on their beats. The officers-had just 
been notified of the shooting and eaeu 
patrolman had been instructed fo ar- 
rest him on sight and to take no 
chances with the man as he ifc re- 
garded as desperate when armed and 
when under the influence of whiskey. 


A He was taken into custody and 
lockefti!VPj_^jiareed with _sbooting to, 
kill. He is now in the county jail. 


George W. Baeshart, who narrowly 


escaped being killed by the first bul- 
let fired by Moore, told his story -to 
the Advocate man Thursday morning. 
He said: 


"I was sitting in the (lining room at 


my home about li.30 Wednesday night 
during the rain sform. leading 
the 


paper. 1 left the front dcor open, be- 
cause it was so warm. 


''I was reading the paper and my 


sister was sitting behind me, reading 
over my shoulder. I heard some one 
at the front gate but 
gave it no 


thought for some time. 
Finally, 1 


was seized with a desire to close th* 
front door and without thinking of any 
danger, I walked into the front room 
and just "as I stepped within about 
six feot of the door, I saw the face 
of George Moore. There was, no op 
poi-tuiiity for a mistake as the light 
was falling full on his face. 


"Just as I caught a glimpse of him. 


I saw him raise his arm with the re- 
volver 
pointing 
directly at me. I 


yelled at him, at the 
sr.me time 


lunging forward and to the right, to 
get out of range of the gun if possi- 
ble. 


"The same instant I yelled, Moore 


fired. I beard Yhe bullet whiz pes+ my 
side and in another fraction of a sec- 
ond I had slammed the door shut. I 
believe he thought he hit me because 
he fired two more shots, both being 
directed downward. The first stiuck 
a small piece of decorative 
molding 


which was on the door on the out- 
side. 
The next bullet struck the ru? 


on .the floor of the porch and glanced 
and entered the weather-boarding. 


"That first bullet Moore fired, went 


across the room, entered 
the oak 


back of a common dining room chair 
went clear through and entered

in a direct line between the muzzle 
of that gun and the chair which was 
pierced bv the bullet.

George Moore, the prisoner, has a 
id record. 
Not only is his record 


md but his life seems to be charmed 
nd he has numerous miraculous es- 
apes to 'his credit. 
While resisting arrest a few years 
*o here, Officer Brooks shot several 


times at Moore. One of the bullets 
truck a railroad switch key in the 
ugitive's hip pocket. - 
•A similar episode occurred in Mt. 


Vernon when the officers there chased 
he man .and fired at him as he fled. 
Of the large number of bullets sent 
liter Moore, one of them struck the 
;rown of a stiff straw hat he was 
vearing, but none of the bullets found 
odgment in his body. 


The house where the shooting cc- 
urred has figured in several murders 
during pa sit fifteen months or more. 
Thomas Osborne, who was shot by 
Harry Freiner, now in the Mansfield 
•eformatory for the crime, was in this 
»lace a few moments before he was 
mortally wounded. The shooting oc- 
jurred a few feet east of this property 


Charles Higgins, the non-union stove 


polisher employed at the Wehrle com- 
jany.'s foundry, is said to have been 
shot from the porch of this house. 
Higgins was in front 
of the 
Pil:e 


saloon, which joins the property at 
.45 Walnut s'reet, when. he was shot 
jy some one standing on the porch 
or, behind the lattice work west of the 
place. 


Mf. Baeshart purchased the property 


a few months ago and since that time 
has been living there wi*h his -wife. 
He says he is now ready to dispose 
of the property. 


The weapon which George Moore 


used in his alleged attempt to shoot 
3eorge Baeshart Friday night, was se- 
jured at the Crane-Bliss 
Hardware 


company and was a 38-calibre Smith 
& Wesson gun. He secured the gun 
on an order with his fathers name 
signed to it. It has since been said 
that the order was a forgery and the 
police had already been notified ot 
Moore's part in the alleged forgery. 


The revolver was purchased 
last 


week. Wednesday afternoon, - Moore 
again entered the 'store and wanted to 
juy a shot gun. He examined several 
models and finally selected a Winches- 
ter repeating gun. This was pawned 
at the Cole pawnshop iater In the 
afternoon. 


When»Mr. Crane learned that he had 


bought the shot gun he hunted up 
Moore, who was found in the restaur- 
ant nest door. He agreed to return 
the shot gun and took one of tbe 
clerks with him to get it. The clerk 
followed him to the B. and O. tracks 
at Church street and then returned to 
the store. 
Moore seemed to have no 


definite object in view and could not 
tell the clerk where 'he gun was lo- 
cated. 
It is claimed that Mooro got 


$8 for the g'm when he pawned it.

Secretary Taft, after his_ first day 


of conferences with representatives of 
the opposing factions, admitted that 
the ten days he first thought would 
be necessary to effect an adjustment 
would probably not suffice 
for the 


purpose. - His 
hope 
of eventually 


finding a way out of the difficulties 
presented to him is found 
in the 


spirit manifested by both sides, which 
he said today is satisfactory. 
The 


real difficulty in reaching an agree- 
ment will develop because of the mul- 
titudinous interests to be conciliated. 
Every man in Cuba practically is a 
politician, and all think they have in=, 
terests, some patriotic, mostly prac- 
tical and selfish, to be served. 
To 


reach an agreement which will satisfy 
the cravings of all the politicians, fo? 
advancement, 
position or something 


even more tangible, is going to be a 
task which 
will 
probably 
require 


more than diplomacy on the part of 
the American mission to accomplish. 


There are many persons today who 


openly say it will probably require a 
flourish or two of the "big stick" be- 
fore all the" politicians win be ready 
to see that they have no alternative 
but to be satisfied.

the political parties. 
On receipt of 


President Roosevelt's letter the gov- 
ernment limited itself to suspension 
of hostilities:.

BOND SCHEME 


FOR DOMINGO 


New York Financiers Will Help to 


Put It Through. 


AMOUNT WILL BE $20,000.000 


The Dominican Minister of Finance 


Spent Scvciai Weeks in the uViltcc! 
States Perfecting His Plans—Loan 
U to Be Backed by Customs Re- 
ceipts of the Republic. 
New York, Sept. 20.—A plan for ad- 


justing the financial affairs of Santo 
Domingo was made satisfactory to 
New York financiers by Frederico Ve- 
lasquez, the minister of finance for 
the republic. 


For several weeks Senor Velasquez 


was in frequent conference with Act- 
ing Secretary Bacon of the state de- 
partment. Professor Jacob H. Hollan- 
der of Johns Hopkins -university, who 
made the investigation of conditions 
in 
Santo Domingo for Piesident 


Roosevelt last year, acted as financial 
adviser to Velasquez. 


Senor Velasquez sailed for home on 


the steamer Cherokee, having coii 
eluded his negotiations. 


Before sailing Velasquez made The 


following statement: "The Dominican 
republic is desirous of adjusting its 
public indebtedness on a basis which 
shall be fair and reasonable to tne 
creditors and win its actual and pros- 
pective resources. To accomplish this 
it will ask the United States govern- 
ment to administer its customs and to 
apply the receipts therefrom to the 
ser\ice ot a loan, the proceeds of 
^vhich are to be devoted to adjusting 
the valid and established obligations 
of the republic on a reasonable basis. 
In other words, instead of asking the 
United States to supervise the adjust- 
ment of the debt and to administer 
the customs, it will itself seek to ar- 
rive at a fair adjustment with its cred- 
itors and thereafter ask the United 
States to administer its customs for 
the benefit alike of the creditors and 
the republic. Kuhn, Lo.eb & Company 
of New York city have engaged to 
purchase on favorable terms to the 
republic an issue of $20,000,000 of 5 
per cent sinking fund gold bonds, sub 
ject to the conditions, and to be de 
voted to the purposes above stated. 
The Morton Trust company of New 
York city also engaged to act as fiscal 
agent-of the republic, both as depos- 
itary under the plan of creditor settle- 
ment and thereafter for the service of 
the loan. The plan of settlement to 
be offered to the creditors is being 
prepared and will be completed and 
issued at an early date." 


SHTnTlNSTALLED. 


New Governor of Philippines Gives an 


Outline of His Policy. 


Manila, Sept. 20.—James F. Smith 


was inaugurated governor general of 
the Philippines. 


A large crowd viewed the parade of 


troops. 
Governor Smith in his ad- 


dress announced that his policy would 
be the policy of President McKinley, 
Secretary 
Taft, the education and 


preparation of the people for popular 
self-government. 


Discussing politics Smith said: "I 


personally doubt that independence is 
the panacea for all the ills that people 
are heir to. Has Cuba found that an 
independent nationality has given 
good government, peace and content? 
Independence without force or means 
to maintain it is not worth having. 
Independence without good govern- 
ment is deceiving." 


Bad Wreck In England. 


London, Sept. 20.—The crowded 


Scotch express train on the Great 
Northern railway leaving London was 
wrecked outside of Grantham. 
The 


train should have stopped 'it 'Grant- 
ham, 
but failed to do so. Shortly 


after passing the station the train left 
the rails and jumped a bridge. The 
engine and 
several coaches were 


dashed over the "embankment, the en- 
gine turning turtle. Several coaches 
immediately took fire. Many passen- 
gers were caught beneath the debris 
and fatally injured. The express was 
derailed at a curve and it is supposed 
the brakes failed to work. It is offi- 
cially stated that 10 were killed and 
16 injured. 


Three Tragic Deaths. 


Excelsior Springs, Mo., Sept. 20.— 


James Curry of Topeka, Kan., shot 
and killed his wife here, then killed 
himself. No cause was given. J. P. 
Pai ley of Leavenworth, also a visitor 
tere, killed himself by taking car- 
iolic acid.
